Three Men Killed and Frightfully Man- 


gled by a Gravel Train—Other 


Accidents. 


I SCBANTON, Pa , Aug. 81.—A terrible 
explosion occurred In the Pair Lawu col- 
liery yesterday morning which resulted 
in the death of five men 
Two others 


were seriously Injured 
John H Hosle 


•nd J. Gallagher were standing at the 
h««d of the slope at the time of the ac- 
cident, and felt the force of the explosion 
as the rash of all came oat of the month 
of the mine; they started to go In and 
ascertain the extent of the damage. The 
August quota of coal had been mined last 
week, and no men were employed In the 
mines. Word came, however, that a 
party of five or six men had gone into 
the mines to clear op their chambers. 
Mine Inspector Blewltt happened to some 
alouR about this time, and he and Gal- 
lagher, with a party, entered the mines, 
going down to the third or lower vein and 
then followed the air course, stopping to 
repair damages to the brattice, etc., as 
they went along. Their progress was 
necessarily slow, and the coarse they 
followed took them to the right-hand side 
of the mines. They came at last to a 
point where they found repairs neces- 
sary, and returned to the foot of the 
mines for more mateiial, when they 
learned that groans had been heaid In the 
east gangway. They worked over that 
way, 
and found the party who had gone 


in the mines before the accident near 01 
about the entrance of one of the cham- 
bers, a short distance fiom the foot of 
the Inside plane, about oue hundred and 
fifty feet flora where the heading branches 
off. 
Three of them weie alive and three 


dead 


THB KHXKD WERK: 


Htijjh Connors, of Bellevne.

The first man brought to the surface 


was John Nafln, who la badly burned 
about the face and arms 


John Kerrigan was allfe when found, 


and talked the strongest of all, bnt he 
died befoie being brought to the surface 


The next waa John Connor. He has 


two large scalp wonnds, a bod cut on the 
knee and another on the arm. His face 
and bands are badly bruised. He was 
taken to the hospital 


The body of Edward Fierce, the Ore 


boss, was found about one hundred and 
fifty feel from the others. 


Patrick Connor savs that he and the 


others waited for some time at the mouth 
of the mine for the fire boss 
At last he 


came from another vein 
He said he had 


not been in the lower vein yet, but told 
them to come on and he would see If 
everything was ail right. They went to 
the foot of the Dew road, when Pierce 
went ahead to where ho had a box with 
some lamps and oil In it. 
Be carried a 


safety-lamp and they had naked lamps 
They stood tber<- w iltlng for htm, when 
suddenly there was u flash and the explo- 
sion followed quickly. He fell flat on his 
face lie felt that he was In too exposed 
a position, and leaped to the side of the 
pillar. To this action be probably owes 
his life 
When the explosion was over 


be called oat to the men in total daik- 
ness. Kerrigan, Nafta and Pyie answer- 
ed him, but no words came from Gau- 
ghan nnd Connors. Kerrigan wanted to 
try to go with him to the foot and be rose 
on his feet to do so, but he felt so &tf k 
that he could not go, and had to lie 
down again. They waited there in the 
blackness of night, sick, wounded and 
helpless, with their dead comrades ly- 
ing near them. 
At last they heard 


voices, and Connor called. Presently 
the voices came uearei, then they saw 
lights approaching and soon the tesculng 
party were with them 
The position hi 


which the bodies weie found bears out 
this statement 
He cuuld not tell whether 


Fearce ignited the gas or whether it was 
Ignited by their lumps. The explosion 
came like a flush, too quickly for anyone 
to tell anything about it 
They had no 


reason to exurc' to expect to find any gas 
theie

wall. Edward Remington and Thomas 
Jones, of Boxbury, were Instantly killed. 
Thomas Sullivan's head was cat open 
and he received injuries that may prove 
fatal. George Smith was also qnlte bad- 
ly hurt. The others were well shaken up, 
but not seriously injured. 


FAYKTTK, Mo , Aug. 81.—William Shaf- 


roth, of the turn of Botd & Shafroth, a 
merchant and extensive tobacconist and 
grain dealer of Fuyette, had his right foot 
crushed at Moberly. He waa going to 
St. Lonls, and changed cars at the cross 
IUK. He attempted to board the east- 
bound Wabash train as it was moving, 
aiid waa swung under the wheels, mash- 
ing his foot severe y. He was brought 
borne on the morning train. Amputa- 
tion, It Is probable, will be necessary, 
though the physicians say they may be

Fnnston, of Kansas, who has recently 
made a trip of observation through the 
Sooth, reports that in many localities the 
negroes are In worse condition than dar- 
ing slavery. He says that he saw several 
large plantations In Georgia and other 
Southern States where no money was 
paid to the laborer at all. The proprietor 
bad a store at a cross road near the 
center of the 
plantation, and 
the 


laborers were paid entirely from this. 
He says that the proprietors manage to 
keep tbe darkles constantly In debt to 
them and thus dependent. He thinks 
there will never be any thing cstter for 
the colored people nntil they make a 
break for new quarters. Secretary Mc- 
Pherson of tbe Congressional committee, 
when questioned as to the proposed exo- 
dus, was disposed to be rather non-com- 
mlttal, but said that the matter was be- 
ing constantly investigated by a regular 
organization.

Descriptions of the new apparatus of 


Prof J A. G. and Dr! C. Bell make it ap- 
pear1 quite as wonderful as tha tele- 
phone. It is based on the remarkable 
discovery that a jet of falling'water or 
a flame of gas reproduce* every word 
or SQtmd within a given distance, and' 
it seems to accomplish by more sensi- 
tive means what was. attempted by the 
speaking phonograph. By arranging 
a descending film of colored water be- 
tween the sunlight .and a moving sen- 
sitive tablet, the vibrations produced 
in the film by speech are instantane- 
ously and continuously photographed. 
Other arrangements cause the photo- 
graphed irregnljirities corresponding 
to air pulsations to be re-translated into 
air-waves, making the voice heard, 
again. If the anticipated success U 
achieved with such speech-records, the 
aid of the photographer's: art will be of 
more value to the future reporter than 
a knowledge of short-hand.—Artamtote 
tFraveier.
